And notwithstaoding its high position amohg mining States, it has 
the h)tveHt ratio of fatalities among mincrH through accidents of all 
States in the Union except Missouri and Maryland, whose minini: 
interests are so slight aa hardly to be considered in <^mpari8ou. 
The rescue station would be a factor for the preservation of the 
line records here. It would be influential in keeping down the 
death rate despite the inevitable expansion of the State's imining 
industries in fntnre years. It is to be earnestly hoptad, therefore 
that Kentucky will get the reseue station.
